The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art discloses the use of various mineral clays for binding mycotoxins in animal 
feeds. The prior art also notes the use of yeast cell wall extracts (glycans) for lower-fat filler 
material in feeds (for example, see US Patent 4,251,519, made of record). The prior art does not, 
however, recognize, teach or suggest the advantage of utilizing a modified yeast cell wall extract 
as disclosed herein, wherein the modified extract and mineral clay "provides a surprising and 
unexpected additive binding effect for reducing mycotoxin contamination in animal feedstuffs" 
(pg. 5-6, instant specification). These properties are effectively shown in the comparative 
examples of the application.
